DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment has been considered and is persuasive regarding they 
system clams and the signal bearing medium claims. 

2. Applicant's arguments regarding support was slightly confusing since the 
paragraph numbers are in the PGPub document rather than the submitted specification, 
but is convincing. 

3. A careful review of the language of the claims necessitated the new rejections 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 4, 12, 14, 18, 20, 22, 31, 32, 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, the words "if and 
"if not" are not seen as a positive recitation and are indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-1 1 are allowable. 

6. As per Claim 1. 

The prior art, specifically Walker et al (5,897,620) in view of Fare Play or Bookit! 
PRO does not disclose or fairly teach: 

an event server configured to execute instructions for: 

dynamically adjusting the number of the restricted tickets available for purchase 
in response to purchase orders received for both restricted tickets and unrestricted 
tickets, wherein the number of restricted tickets available for purchase is adjusted 
without adjusting a price of the restricted tickets.
